CALIFORNIA. 


ERTAIN of the California newspapers, peev- 

ishly displaying disappointment, have been 
firing a broadside at the recently created Horse 
Racing Board of that state. Editorially and 
through comment columns conducted by their 
sports editors, those newspapers have screamed 
‘lissatisfaction at the Board’s declination to grant 
‘permits for promiscuous building of race tracks. 


The fact that the Board has been holding star 
chamber sessions is another peg on which they 
hung adverse criticism. Here is a sample of what 
(as been said by some of the sports commenta- 

ors, this being out of Tom Laird’s colunin in The 
San Francisco News: 


First and foremost, the Board should license any 
individual, association or corporation that can qualify 
for a permit. It should be of no concern to the Com- 
mission whether the 100 racing days in the metropolitan 
area of San Francisco and of Los Angeles are divided 
between 10 tracks in each area. 


Mr. Laird is young. His picture at the head of 
his column shows that, but not so definitely as 
does the foregoing, which tells the person of ex- 
perience on the Turf that the one who wrote it 
has little, if any knowledge of race track condi- 
tion, and less, perhaps, of the public’s wishes as 
regards racing. 

The California Horse Racing Board should not 
grant permits for the building of more race 
tracks than are necessary, and that is a part of 
the Board’s procedure that is being applauded by 
thinking people of the Turf everywhere. 


Older persons, who know the history of racing 
in California, are well aware that in the days of 
Tom Williams and Edward Corrigan there were 
more than enough race tracks in the San Fran- 
cisco area, and that the evils resulting in a quar- 
ter century abatement of the sport grew out of 
faulty management anu lack of harmony in gov- 
ernment of the sport. 

The San Francisco News, in the course of an 
editorial, published November 3, said: 

It (the Board) has shown a complete lack of under- 


standing of its proper relation to the public by holding 
meetings in secret, by an arrogant attitude toward the 
newspapers, and by discourteous treatment of appli- 
cants for racing permits, notably in the case of Gene 
Normile, who is prepared to spend $300,000 for a track 
in Alameda county, and who was kept cooling his heels 
in an ante-room seven floors away from the actual 
meeting place, after he had appeared in answer to a 


summons from the Commission. 


It is not unusual for the Racing Commissions 
of other states to meet behind closed doors. The 
editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE has “cooled his heels” 
outside the meeting place of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission numerous times when the 
members of that body were discussing some 
grave matter, or trying to work out some per- 
plexing problem in private. 


Many people in Kentucky and other states 


have awaited the pleasure of the Turf’s govern- 
ing bodies, after having been asked to come for 


hearing. There is nothing wrong about such 
procedure. It is orderly and necessary. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE has followed closely the 
trend of racing matters in California. We believe 
Messrs. Burke, Roth and McNaughton, who com- 
prise the Horse Racing Board, are proceeding in 
the manner by which the racing sport and the 
horse breeding industry will be best served. 

They have set down certain definite and, we 
believe, essential things to be done, and they 
have elected to take the criticism of dissatisfied 
newspapers rather than be rushed into departure 
from a sound program. 


It iooks very much, indeed, as if the critical 
newspapers have been influenced by promoters 
who have failed to comply with the Horse Rac- 
ing Board’s requirements for permits to build and 
operate race tracks. 

Those requirements call for much more than 
money, and that, we say again, is as it should be. 
Let us have clean racing and fair pooling at low- 
est cost. We have had altogether too much of 
the other kind. Bravo California Horse Racing 
Board.

HE announcement last week that stakes at 

Belmont and the Spa will be heid open pend- 
lug the Legisiature’s vote on bills similiar to the 
Crawtord-Waliace measures, to be introduced in 
January, is by no means surprising. Taxes and 
upkeep have cost their stockhoiders heavily. 
however, it is difficuit to understand how Sara- 
toga expects to retrench to any extent in its 
Stakes, as the horsemen this year were running 
tor their money in most of these. The values ct 
Belmont and Spa offerings may be reduced, but 
the fields would be of more quality and develop 
better races were the futurities abandoned, or 
ciosed no earlier than Arlington’s. The Futurity 
may then lose its prestige as the world’s richest 
horse race, and the Beimont as the land’s richest 
83-year-old prize, but the last two Belmont fields 
were mediocre and several cracks were ineligible 
to the most recent Futurity. Perhaps better 
fields would parade for a $25,000 gross in either, 
with late first closings, than is now the case.

EW YORK tracks would appear to have a 
better chance of obtaining legislative relief 
with LaGuardia mayor than when 'l'ammany held 
control of the city. It is believed LaGuardia will 
not oppose reliet measures to satisfy W. V. 
Dwyer in his Florida feud with J. E. Widener, as 
Tammany is said to have done through Senator 
Dunnigan, especially as Ogden Mills is behind 
LaGuardia and Dunnigan comes up for re-election 
after the coming session, over which he presides. 
Again, Governor Lehman will want the revenue 
which would be derived from tracks with legal- 
ized racing. If New York doesn’t avail itself of 
this revenue soon, New Jersey will beat the 
Empire State to it. It seems probable there will 
be racing with some form of wagering in Jersey 
next year and the mutuels or tote cannot be far 
behind. One shudders to think what a modern 
track just a few minutes from Manhattan on the 
Jersey side could do to tracks East of the 
Hudson.

F New York sportsmen do not go after betting 
relief any more earnestly than this year, or 
than they supported their own United Hunts 
meet at Belmont, they hardly can succeed. It 
must have been discouraging to Secretary Buck 
and Assistant Secretary Tarleton of the Hunts 
to see their program of 52 entrants to the six 
events dwindle to 20 just because these sports- 
men didn’t want to ship from Pimlico, where 
their entrants had stakes engagements, or be- 
cause they had patronized Jock Whitney’s other 
meet, the previous Saturday in Virginia. Of 
course, the Llangollen sport was for sweet 
charity, but when those financially interested 


won’t put their shoulders to the wheel, how can. 


they expect public support. These persons knew 
the purses were of little moment when they 
nominated, and it is difficult to believe, with such 
heavy entries, those who compiled the program 
were only fooling. Nevertheless, Old Rosebud 
notes with pleasure that a small profit was pro- 
duced and salutes the few sportsmen and women 
who kept their promises to John Q. Public, a 
personage whom the powers-that-be are going 
some day to be less hasty in disappointing.

his age in the East this year to defeat Flying 
Heels, Good Advice and *Winooka in the Inter- 
national Speed Test at Belmont Election Day. 
It was the third time he had whipped good older 
sprinters, asking no favors in the weights. The 
blond colt, a $500 yearling, left the barrier with 
a neck advantage over Flying Heels and they 
finished the same way in 1:11 2-5 through the 
slop and around the turn. Sgt. Byrne may not he 
potentially as good a 3-year-old stakes hope as 
several of his class, due to a suspected lack of 
stamina, but as far as he goes they won’t catch 
him. 
* * 

UFE NAYLOR, manager of *Winooka, sur- 

prised the writer by remarking just before 
the Test at Belmont that while Trainer Polson 
didn’t like the Anzac in the slop, “. . they have 
to run any going for me.” Naylor, who has 
asked so many favors for *Winooka, is not 
kidding himself as much about that horse’s being 
just a nice sprinter as quotations for the press 
might infer. In the Test, *Winooka ran smooth- 
plated in front, with a slight grab behind. Good 
Advice and Flying Heels wore “corks” in front, 
while Sgt. Byrne was equipped with these all 
around. However the 2-year-old was the natural 
winner with the weights ten pounds below the 
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scale, wet or dry, though his pilot, S. Renick, 
likely would have been set down for carrying 
Flying Heels out in the stretch if he hadn't 
already been grounded by Latonia officials, 
who permitted him to ride that one day on the 
grounds that boys who could make 101 were 
mighty scarce for the Belmont sport. *Winooka 
will now be given a deserved winter’s rest, 
though his several recent races don’t appear to 
have tucked him. 
* * * 
HEATLEY STABLE’S Dark Secret has 
come a long way since early spring, at 
present carrying top rating with the handicap- 
pers among the nation’s older performers re- 
maining in training. The son of Flying Ebony 
and Silencia, a King James mare, is an improve- 
ment on his sire, being more reminiscent of his 
maternal grandsire. The strawberry-roan 4- 
year-old, as this is written, has won eight of 
the year’s stakes, the Brooklyn, Empire City, 
Merchants’ and Citizen’s and Manhattan Handi- 
caps, Jockey Club Gold Cup, Laurel Stakes, 
Washington Handicap and Whitney Gold Trophy. 
Since “getting good” at Aqueduct Dark Secret 
has won stakes at distances from a mile to two 
miles, and track conditions hold no terrors for 
him. He looked better, physically, when parading 
for the Trophy than at the beginning of the 
season. His dam, Silencia, sold for $25, despite 
the fact she is sister to Spur. You really never 
can tell. 
* * * 
T is pleasing to note that out at Tanforan, 
where officials are censored for having all 
starters report to a receiving barn an hour before 
post time in order that they may be under 
surveillance as a precautionary measure against 
the employment of hop, a goodly percentage of 
those horses most liberally backed are there or 
thereabouts at the finish of their races. Appar- 
ently, if this so upsets nervous Thoroughbreds 
that they are rendered unfit for racing, as is 
charged by many horsemen and several track 
officials, there are indeed few such on the 
grounds. Admittedly, many horses might waste 
away in a fit of nerves at being placed in strange 
surroundings for an hour before post time (Gal- 
lant Fox was of this disposition) but all the 
squawks we've heard have come from points 
other than Tanforan. Old Rosebud’s seen many 
nervous horses run their races in only 20 minutes 
in the paddock and believes that if a man has 
that kind of a horse, the public might as well 
know it an hour before post time as some 15 
minutes after the betting has opened.

EORGE D. WIDENER’S Chicstraw, dusky 

son of *Chicle and half-brother to Finite, 
that early in the season seemed likely to disan- 
noint his connections, has come forward rapidly 
in Maryland competition, accounting for the 
mile and a sixteenth Walden in near-record time 
and the Pimlico Handicap in his last two efforts. 
Jack Joyner made no secret of his confidence in 
Chicstraw when that colt was taking the dust cf 
the precocious Black Buddy at Belmont in the 
spring, and it is doubtful whether the Greentree 
colt can beat him doing anything now.

THOUGHTS IN PASSING

Chicstraw. 
is glad to see Chicstraw making 

good for the veteran trainer, A. J. Joyner, 
even if late in the season. When Mr. Joyner 
reached Belmont Park with the horses from the 
farm last May, he confided to a close friend that 
he had a smart colt that looked like a Futurity 
winner. The colt was Chicstraw. His early 
races were a great disappointment to the trainer. 
After a few ineffectual trials he was put away 
for a term. At Belmont Park in September, 
Chicstraw won a couple of overnight races and 
repeated at Havre de Grace. However he found 
himself in the Richard Johnson Stakes at Laurel 
and topped that victory off with success in the 
Walden. 

He conceded weight to all of the starters ex- 
cept Cavalcade and hadn’t a lot of trouble to win 
in 1:44 3-5, the best time made in the Walden 
since the race has been run at one mile and a 
sixteenth. That *Chicle-Spearmint-Carbine blood 
may carry him on to 3-year-old performances 
which will make up to his trainer for the disap- 
pointment of his early juvenile showing.

Pony Racing. 
A. READ, who will be recalled as having 
e played a somewhat erratic game on the 
chess board of American racing a few years 
back, is riding the high waves of prosperity in 
England, with a new and nifty proposition which 
has become quite popular. Mr. Read, an English- 
man, who reached the United States by way of 
Australia, imported yearlings from England, 
started a breeding farm in Maryland, but when 
hard times came hopping along, as they have a 
habit of doing, Mr. Read found himself swamped 
by the well known depression and went to the 
homeland. 

There he has taken over a track for pony rac- 
ing under the rules of the Pony Turf Club, an 
old institution which had been more or less in- 
active since the World War. His track, Northolt 
Park, is just outside of Greater London and has 
proved to be an acceptable form of Turf sport 
for the city folk, who find many of the race 
tracks of Albion at too great a distance for any- 
thing like regular attendance. 

The Pony Turf Club was formed along the 
lines of the Jockey Club. The only practical dif- 
ference being that the racing is confined to horses 
15 hands and under. It long has been a popular 
pastime in England, but no such provisions for 
the sport has ever been made which in any way 
comes up to Northolt. It has a working agree- 
ment with the Jockey Club and many of the 
members of that organization are among its pa- 
trons. They find it a useful and profitable field 
for their undersized horses, unable to hold their 
own with the more sturdy fellows. 

For a 2-year-old race run there in midsummer, 
15 juveniles went to the post, nine of which 
already had raced on the Jockey Club courses. 
The purses are liberal, with frequent features 
worth $1,000. A $1,500 derby for next spring has 
been announced. A dirt track now is being con- 
structed. The betting is by pari-mutuels and 
bookmaking, all being under the Betting Control 
Board. 

Some progressive ideas have been incorpo- 
rated. The stands are so arranged that the pad- 
dock preparations and the entire action of the 
sport may be seen from the cheapest to the 
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higher priced enclosures. The programmes are 
a startling departure from the English idea, 
which has existed since racing was inaugurated 
at Newmarket almost 300 years ago. Recent 
past performances of each of the starters are 
given. Also stable room is being constructed 
for stabling ponies at the course. 

Sporting Life, London’s chief racing daily, re- 
cently gave two columns to Northolt, commend- 
ing it highly and claiming it as an asset to 
Jockey Club sport, as well as affording racing 
pleasure to many who could not meet the ex- 
pense and the time for racing on the bigger 
courses;,also that it would be a way of entry for 
many who would like to begin racing on a small 
scale, some of whom are sure to graduate to the 
higher form of the sport. 


This theory has been well borne out here at 
home. When racing was suspended for two sea- 
sons in New York because of unfavorable legis- 
lation, the real impetus to a revival was a hunt 
meeting at Piping Rock. It was at Piping Rock 
that the colors of Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Green- 
tree Stable, of W. R. Coe, and others now 
prominent in racing, were first seen.

*Winooka. 

IKE POLSON, trainer of the _ invader, 

*Winooka, tells me that racing folk in the 
Australian Archipelago were all worked up by 
the prospects of a race between their star and 
Equipoise. They had every faith in the ability 
of the “Aussy” to beat America’s best. But 
*Winooka was ill at Seattle and had a full three 
weeks of inactivity, this, together with his hardly 
being acclimated, upset the training plans and 
accounted for his inability to be ready to meet 
Equipoise. 

There is no question of the belief of Trainer 
Polson that *Winooka is all that a champion 
should be for anything up to a mile. I believe 
he realizes now that a mistake was made in 
keeping the horse on the West Coast so long. 
This was due largely to their ignorance of actual 
racing conditions in America. That *Winooka 
rates a very good horse at sprinting distances, 
is the verdict of all who have seen him. Had 
*Winooka been shipped directly to the East, 
where he could have gone through a period of 
acclimation at the Chicago, or New York tracks, 
there is little doubt that he would have been the 
central figure in some thrilling racing after the 
middle of the season. 


*Winooka was not so fortunate at Belmont 
Park as at Pimlico, and there may be reasons be- 
yond the muddy track. The invader was meeting 
a shade faster company than in Maryland. Set. 
Byrne is a more than shifty 2-year-old at sprint- 
ing distances, while Flying Heels is a speedster 
of quality when good. At any rate *Winooka 
was completely lost in that fast company over a 
sloppy track. It was reported that he would be 
plated for mud, but he sadly disappointed a large 
crowd most favorably impressed by his paddock 
appearance and which backed him accordingly 
at a short price. He was not in the running at 
any stage and finished last. 

It has not been decided at the time of this 
writing if *Winooka would be kept in America 
for another season. I rather believe that Trainer 
Polson, who incidentally seems to be a sportsman 
of the first water, would welcome the stay, as he 
feels that his horse has not had the opportunity 
to show at his best. 


Hialeah Park. 


OE McLENNAN is having the job of his life 

to satisfy all of the horsemen who want to 
race at Hialeah Park. Applications for stable 
room exceed the supply of stalls and some paring 
must be done. Too many owners look upon Hia- 
leah Park as a good wintering place for year- 
lings just turned to racing age, whether they 
take part in the actual racing or not. Practically 
40 per cent of the horses scheduled are yearlings 
now. With one race a day for the juveniles and 
six for the older horses, this seems all out of 
proportion. 


Hialeah Park gains new recruits each year. 
Among the newcomers from the East for the 
coming meeting are Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin, Wil- 
liam Ziegler, Jr., and Sylvester W. Labrot. From 
the West will be A. A. Baroni and others. Some 
of the big stables, numerically are: Greentree 
Stable 30, George D. Widener 25, William Zieg- 
ler, Jr., 17, R. W. Collins 16, S. H. Fairbanks 11, 
O. L. Foster 12, A. B. Gallaher 10, Art Goldblatt

ard 20, Sylvester Labrot 15, C. H. Knebelkamp 
15, M. Lowenstein 16, G. D. Widener 25, LeRoy

Superintendent Keegan will have the track in 
condition fer the reception of horses before De- 
cember 1. Races over the Turf course, inaugu- 
rated last season and very popular will be much 
more numerous the coming meeting. That the 
class of horses will be very high for winter rac- 
ing is assured. The larger stables all have 
planned to have worthy representation for the 
Florida Derby, with $10,000 added for the closing 
day of the session. This race invariably has 
brought out a good contest. 


Something new this season will be plane serv- 
ice from Palm Beach direct to Hialeah. A land- 
ing field is under construction near the track and 
it will be but a 15 minutes’ air trip. Some of the 
leading hotels at Palm Beach are promoting this. 
Also it is believed that there will be European 
visitors during the season, as the fame of the 
course, its beauty and wonderful attributes have 
been well broadcast abroad. Arrangements are 
in the making to have transatlantic steamers 
stop at Port Everglades, only a few miles from 
Hialeah. 


STAKES AT HOUSTON. 


The Texas Breeders and Racing Association, 
whose 27-day meeting at its new Epsom Downs 
(they could have named it something else) will 
continue from Thursday, November 30, through 
Saturday, December 30, is advertising that it 
will distribute $151,000 in stakes and purses, an 
average of about $5,590 daily. Five stakes, all 
handicaps for 2-year-olds and up, have been an- 
nounced, as follows: 


Nov. 30 Thanksgiving Day Handicap, $2,500 added, 2- 
year-olds and up, six furlongs. Entries 
close Nov. 25.

E. J. TRANTER SALES 


S THE BLOOD-HORSE goes to press the results 

of Monday afternoon and evening, Novem- 
ber 13, at E. J. Tranter’s sales at the Lexington 
Sales Paddock are available for publication, but 
the figures for the sessions of Tuesday afternoon 
and evening and Wednesday afternoon cannot be 
given until next week. The returns of the first 
day, however, are enough to indicate that the 
bloodstock market is in better condition than was 
hoped for by the majority of horsemen, better, 
apparently, than was expected anywhere outside 
the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


During the afternoon of November 13, the 
opening day, 89 head were sold for $33,910, aver- 
age $381.01. The principal consignment here was 
the breeding stock and yearlings of the Swing- 
along Stud, Inc., and its partners, Tollie Young, 
of Paris, Ky., and Dunlap Gay, of Winchester, Ky. 
The three stallions, Prince Pal, Saxon and Noctur- 
nal, brought $3,800, average $1,266.66. Thirty-nine 
mares went for $15,340, average $393.33; nine 
yearlings, $3,075, average $341.67. Weanlings in 
the Swingalong Stud are also to be dispersed, 
but will not go on the block until the Saratoga 
yearling sales of 1934. Prince Pal and Saxon, 
bought for moderate prices, will remain in Ken- 
tucky, the former at Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale 
Farm, Lexington, the latter at the farm of C. C. 
Clark, Paris. Nocturnal, which Mr. Hart bought 
out of J. N. Camden’s dispersal in 1931 for 
$2,500, fell to the bid of Mark T. Cox, Cheyenne, 
Wyo., who also purchased several mares for his 
ranch. Brilliant, consigned by W. J. Potter, Jr., 
was knocked down to Tollie Young, at whose 
Creekview Farm he has been standing, for $1,600. 

Top price among the mares offered was the 
$2,100 which John Wesley Marr,. of Lexington, 
Ky., bid for True Flier, a 13-year-old daughter 
of Pennant consigned as the property of Max 
Hirsch. Next was the $2,000 which Leo J. Marks’ 
Le Mar Stock Farm paid for No Regrets, star of 
the Swingalong Stud consignment. Head Play’s 
dam, Red Head, offered as the property of Mrs. 
Edward Haughton, was knocked down to Edward 
Haughton for $1,500. 

Monday evening was limited to yearling sales 
and the largest consignment was that of Old 
Hickory Farm, under which name Col. Phil T. 
Chinn is now operating. The night’s total was 
70 yearlings, sold for $24,915, average $355.93. 
The Old Hickory consignment consisted of 25 
head, all tried for speed, which brought $13,080, 
average $523.20. Thomas Piatt offered 11 head, 
realizing $2,680, average $243.64. Top of the 
night sales was $1,700, which Charles R. Valen- 
tine, bidding for Sheldon H. Fairbanks, of Bos- 
ton, Mass., paid for a half-brother, by Genie, to 
Mr. Fairbanks’ good sprinter Gold Step. 

The seats around the sales ring, as Mr. Tranter 
and Auctioneer John Bain took their places for 
the Monday sales, were filled, and many persons 
were left standing. There were more out-of- 
state buyers present than have been noted at 
any previous auction held at Lexington since 
Mr. Tranter inaugurated his November sales here 
four years ago. Many of the horses purchased 
will find homes outside Kentucky, and an 
especially large number of them will go to Texas. 

The total for the entire day Monday was 159 
lots, sold for $58,825, average $369,97. Of this 
total, 79 head were yearlings, which sold for 
$27,990, an average of $354,30, slightly under 
the general average for the day. 


Last year, for 170 head sold on the first day, 
the average was $282.59, and the day’s total was 
made up from an offering of horses quite similar, 
in numerical distribution as to sex, age, etc., to 
that of the first day this year. Thus the average 
for the first day this year is 31 per cent greater 
than for the first day in 1932. The total for last 
year’s November sale was 501 head, sold for 
$97,475, average $194.56. Summaries for the first 
two sessions:

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STAKES CLOSING POSTPONED. 
¢<é7P\HE Westchester Racing Association, to- 
gether with all other associations in the 
State of New York, has done all possible to con- 
tinue high-class racing under great difficulties, 
with disappointing results,” said a statement is- 
sued last week by Joseph E. Widener, president 
of the association which operates Belmont Park. 

“We have continued the most important classic 
races, such as the Belmont, the Futurity, the 
Lawrence Realization and others, with no reduc- 
tion in value, in the interest of the world’s great- 
est sport, which has always been a credit to the 
State the world over. 

“The Westchester Racing Association is now 
forced to postpone the closing of these great 
classics until a later date, hoping the next Leg- 
islature may give the necessary relief for us to 
continue in competition with all other States en- 
joying privileges which we plead for.” 

Shortly after Mr. Widener’s statement was 
given out George Bull, president of the Saratoga 
Association, announced: 

“The Saratoga Association has decided to post- 
pone the usual December closing of its more im- 
portant stakes. The closing of these stakes will 
be announced in 1934 when the conditions under 
which racing will 1 e carried on next season have 
been determined.” 

If custom were followed this year Belmont 
Park would have announced for closing early in 
December the Suburban and Metropolitan Han- 
dicaps and other fixtures for the meeting of next 
spring, as well as the Belmont and Lawrence 
Realization of 1936 and other early-closing 
events. The Futurity for 1936 would have been 
announced for closing in January. Ordinarily 
the Saratoga Association offers a number of 
valuable stakes closing early in December, in- 
cluding the Hopeful Stakes. 

Before the 1933 racing season began, New 
York racing leaders were not sure what re- 
trenchments would be necessary to carry them 
through the season. But the losses of this sea- 
son seem to have proved to them that extreme 
measures must be taken before they go into the 
season of 1934, unless favorable legislative action 
is taken this winter. 

Joe Williams, sports columnist for the World- 
Telegram (New York) and other _ papers, 
summed up the situation: 

“Once the leader in racing, the New York 
sport fell this year to the status of county fair 
stuff. It was, in short, the worst season from all 
angles in the history of the game. 

“In fairness to the Jockey Club and the men 
who operate the various tracks, including’ Sara- 
toga, they carried on gamely and did the best 
they could to keep the game alive in the face of 
discouraging conditions and consistent financial 
losses. 

“But by now it must be apparent to all that 
unless the State legalizes open betting there can 
be no racing, and for my own part I should pre- 
fer no racing at all to the shoddy competition, 
cheap animals and small fields that marked the 
greater part of the 1933 season. 

“I don’t think it is necessary to suggest that 
unless conditions can be improved between now 
and next spring that the tracks should remain 
closed. I don’t think it is necessary because the 
men who have been putting up the money have 
gone about as far as they care to. They are 
ready to call it a day. 


“Ten or 20 years ago the collapse of New York 
racing would have been a terrific blow to the 
sport in general. It still would be a serious blow 
to the extent that Eastern breeding would be 
curtailed, but in recent years the sport has got a 
firm foothold in other sectors, and is now in a 
position to stand on its own. The loss would be 
felt chiefly here. 

“What is the chance of favorable legislative 
action on a betting bill? To answer that with 
any degree of certainty you must know your poli- 
tics, and that is a very difficult thing to know 
from hour to hour. Public sentiment is the low- 
est card in the deck when the boys in the back 
room begin dealing. 

“If New York racing comes to an end, and 
along with it the opportunity to collect millions 
in State revenue, only the politicians can be 
blamed—-and they can be blamed not because of 
excessive virtue, but sharp, self interest. No poli- 
tician ever opposed a racing bill on moral 
grounds. The opposition has always been due to 
the fact that the presentation was not personally 
attractive. 

“The little geezer in the barrel—known more 
formally as John X. Sap, the taxpayer, got a 
stimulating picture of what can happen in poli- 
tics last year when two glorified ward heelers 
killed the betting bill after it had been passed 
practically unanimously by the lower house.” 


UNITED HUNTS. 

The one-day meeting of the United Hunts Rac- 
ing Association at Belmont Park on election day, 
November 7, proved profitable in the face of the 
most adverse weather conditions. Skies were 
overcast, the track sloppy, the air damp and cold. 
Fewer than 5,000 were in the crowd which 
stamped the grandstand steps and paraded the 
lawn in a vain effort to get warm. Six races 
were on the program, of which three qualified 
technically as stakes events. Fifty-two horses 
were entered overnight but only 20 of them 
started, and the last event of the day turned out 
to be a walkover for Greatorex. First of the 
stakes was the Whitney Gold Trophy Handicap 
Sweepstakes (trophy added, 3-year-olds and up, 
11% miles), in which the only starters were the 
Wheatley Stable’s Dark Secret (126), the best 
stayer now racing, and H. H. Sands’ Ward-in- 
Chancery (102), a selling plater. The race was 
no contest. “Hank” Mills simply rated Dark 
Secret in front all the way and brought him to 
the finish seven lengths in the lead. The winner 
was a 1-to-10 favorite. The $600 first money 
brought his earnings to $72,820. Time, 2:34, 
track sloppy.

The third of the three stakes, and the most at- 
tractive event of the day for the shivering spec- 
tators, was the fifth race, bearing the imposing 
name of International Speed Test Special Sweep- 
stakes ($2,000 added, all ages, six furlongs, main 
course). It brought the first New York appear- 
ance of *Winooka, now become a popular figure 
because of his two smart wins in Maryland. 
Under the special weights conditions, *Winooka 
and the 6-year-old Flying Heels, under the colors 
of J. Simon Healy, carried 120 pounds each, the 
Catawba Stable’s 3-year-old Good Advice had 
117, and John Simonetti’s 2-year-old Sgt. Byrne 
was assigned 100, but actually carried 214 pounds 
overweight, the lowest his rider, Sammy Renick, 
could do. Michael Polson, trainer of *Winooka, 
let it be known freely that he did not believe his 
charge would like the sloppy going, but Manager 
Rufe Naylor thought the Australian horse could 
win on any kind of track. He wore smooth 
plates, which must have hindered him from show- 
ing his best effort. The crowd gave him 
good support, backed him into 9-to-10 favoritism. 
Flying Heels and Good Advice each closed at 7 
to 2, and Sgt. Byrne was the outsider at 4 to 1. 
The outsider won. Sammy Reniek got the best 
of a good break and *Winooka was off last. Sgt. 
Byrne led virtually all the way, with Flying Heels 
only inches back of him, on the outside. In the 
stretch Flying Heels, making his first start since 
Rockingham Park, attained the lead briefly and 
had his head in front at the eighth pole, but the 
2-year-old fought on, and at the end was leading 
by a neck. Good Advice, going fastest of all at 
the finish, was a similar margin back of Flying 
Heels. Fourth and last, four lengths away, was 
*Winooka. The Australian had run third most 
of the way, and appeared to have a good chance 
in the stretch, but when Edgar Britt asked him 
for speed the only response was a floundering 
failure. He lost four lengths to Good Advice in 
the last furlong. Time, :23, :46 3-5, 1:11 2-5. 
Stakes, $2,750, all to winner.

THREE-CENT SCRATCH SERVICE. 
The New York Evening Journal of Friday last, 
November 10, announced that on Wednesday, 


November 15, it would begin each morning at 
10:45 broadcasting through station WMCA an- 
nouncement of “the scratches at all tracks in the 
United States as an added service to its readers.” 
It was further explained that each morning in 
the City Edition each horse in the entries will be 
numbered. The announcer, Ford Frick, will,call 
the numbers of the scratched horses. 

The Journal sells for three cents and for that 
sum the listener-in on Station WMCA will be 
able to get service for which the racing papers 
and scratch sheets have been charging from 10 
cents to 25 cents, and as the Journal says, ‘“‘the 
broadcast will give the scratches at least 45 min- 
utes ahead of all newspapers and racing sheets, 
and much more accurately and at much less 
expense.” 

This move on the part of the William Ran- 
dolph Hearst publication may be the forerunner 
of a general rearrangement of the present high- 
priced service to pool-rooms and handbooks 
throughout the country now conducted by the 
General News Bureau, the ownership of which is 
related in some of its personnel to the string of 
racing papers controlled by M. L. Annenberg. 


CANADA 


RACING DATES. 
ATES for four meetings in the first series 
of the circuit of the Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciations were announced after a recent meeting 
of directors of the organization, as follows: 


Woodbine Park, Saturday, May 19, to Saturday, May 26. 
Thorncliffe Park, Monday, May 28, to Monday, June 4. 
Hamilton, Tuesday, June 26, to Tuesday, July 3. 
Fort Erie, Wednesday, July 4, to Wednesday, soe pF 

Other dates have not yet been announced, but 
presumably Long Branch and Dufferin Park are 
to fill the interval between Thorncliffe Park and 
Hamilton. 


1933 TOTALS. 

The Department of Agriculture at Ottawa an- 
nounced last week that the total amount wagered 
through the pari-mutuel machines on Canadian 
race tracks during the 1933 season was 
$25,137,598. Last year’s total was $28,683,682. 
The decrease is $3,546,084, or 12 per cent. 

Gate receipts this year amounted to $638,926, 
as against $812,182 in 1932. The decrease is 
$173,256, or 21 per cent. 

Racing associations took out of the mutuel 
pools $1,831,411 as their percentage. The total 
“take” in 1932 was $2,066,671, a decline of 
$235,260. 

Distribution in stakes and purses was 
$1,147,871 as against $1,825,563 last year. 

Greatest amount wagered at any one meeting 
this year was $1,503,587, at Thorncliffe Park in 
the spring. 


14-DAY MEETINGS SOUGHT. 

All racing meetings in Canada are now limited 
to seven days each. According to recent stories 
out of Ottawa the government is being petitioned 
by various track owners to extend the limit to 14 
successive racing days. 


WILD HORSES. 

So greatly has power farming declined and so 
scarce are work horses that Wyoming ranchers 
are finding it profitable to have their cowboys 
round up wild horses, break them and ship them 
to Missouri, Tennessee, South Carolina, Texas 

and other markets. 
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MARYLAND 


ONE MORE MEETING. 

IMLICO closed an almost successful meeting 

Saturday, November 11, and the Bowie 
meeting, which opens Wednesday of this week, 
is all that is left of the Maryland racing season. 
The Maryland Jockey Club met with surprising 
success. The play during the first four days of 
the sport showed a fair increase over that for 
a corresponding period in the 1932 fall meeting. 
On the first Saturday the “handle” was $420,000. 
This may have been due to the interest caused 
by the new totalizator, but probably had deeper 
foundations. 

The management seemed likely to profit because 
it had cancelled the Pimlico Futurity, a 2-year- 
old race in which it had agreed to pay $40,000 
to the owners of the placed horses. However, 
despite their economies and the big totalizator 
turnover during the early days of the meeting, 
the dividends probably will not be large, if they 
exist at all. During most of the last week the 
weather was moving steadily winterward, and all 
through the latter part of the week the pro- 
grams were marked by shivering hands. Only 
10,000 turned out for the last day, when Pom- 
posity won the important Riggs Handicap. 

The Bowie meeting has two charity days at 
the beginning. During the 14 days of racing 
there will be four races with added money, the 
Prince Georges Handicap, November 18; Bryan 
and O’Hara Memorial Handicap, November 25, 
Endurance Handicap, November 28; and Thanks- 
giving Handicap, November 30. 


POMPOSITY’S RIGGS HANDICAP. 

W. R. Coe’s home-bred Pomposity (3-y-o, 107) 
won the Riggs Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1 3-16 miles) at Pimlico last Satur- 
day, November 11, in precisely the same fashion 
he had won the Latonia Championship at La- 
tonia a week earlier. He started slowly, was 
next to last in the field of 11 after the first half- 
mile, had only two horses beaten at the end of six 
furlongs, then took the lead in the stretch, under 
Lee Humphries’ driving, and won by a neck from 
C. V. Whitney’s Mad Frump (106). The latter 
had made an even more remarkable stretch run 
than the winner. Last for the first six furlongs, 
he was still tenth in the field at the end of the 
first mile. In the last three-sixteenths he flashed 
up on the outside and outran everything in the 
field, lacking only a neck of catching the son of 
Pompey. A lenth and a half behind him there 
was a three-nose finish for third money. Lee 
Rosenberg’s Kerry Patch (3-y-o0, 114) outlasted 
A. C. Bostwick’s Mate (118), which was only 
inches ahead of Selby L. Burch’s Thursday 
(104), the most unfortunate member of the field, 
as the race was run. Behind these was War 
Glory, S. D. Riddle’s 3-y-o which carried top 
weight, by the scale, 118 pounds. The others 
were Osculator (115), Good Advice (3-y-o, 115), 
Watch Him (110), Caesars Ghost (3-y-o, 111), 
Barn Swallow (3-y-o, 110). 

Osculator. stablemate and brother of the win- 
ner, went to the front immediately after the 
start in an attempt to make a pace hot enough 
to burn out the opposition. In this he succeeded 
right well, for the three horses which finished 
“in the money” were the ones which did not at- 
tempt to keep with the pace. Barn Swallow 
trailed him closely for three-quarters of a mile, 
then stopped to last place. Osculator himself 
continued until the eight furlongs had been fin- 


ished and then surrendered the lead to War 
Glory, which Johnny Gilbert had kept close up 
during the early running. Good Advice and Mate 
also challenged as the fie.. came out of the turn 
but the former was unable to keep going. Before 
the furlong pole was reached Pomposity had 
decisively beaten War Glory anu the other mem- 
bers of the rear rank were rapidly moving to 
the front. Mad Frump’s desperate charge 
through the stretch and Pomposity’s gallant de- 
fense took them out a length and a half ahead of 
Kerry Patch and those which finished along side 
him. Thursday, a good son of Mars was in trouble 
almost the entire distance, and even after they 
had turned into the stretch was still in a pocket.

DARK SECRET. 

Maryland race-goers expected to see the de- 
pendable stayer Dark Secret in the entries for 
the Riggs Handicap, feature of last Saturday’s 
racing at Pimlico, but it developed that Trainer 
James Fitzsimmons had not returned him to 
Maryland after his victory at the United Hunts 
meeting. The trainer stated that the son of Fly- 
ing Ebony had shown a touch of lameness after 
that effort. He had been assigned top weight of 
126 pounds for the Riggs. 


CHICSTRAW WINS PIMLICO HANDICAP. 
George D. Widener’s Chicstraw, after having 
won the Walden Handicap at Pimlico November 
4, came back four days later, November 8, and 
carried top weight of 117 pounds to victory in the 
first running of the Pimlico Handicap ($2,500 
added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs). Ridden by 
“Hank” Mills and taken to the lead shortly after 
the start, he met strong opposition from only 
one horse, Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s Time Supply 
(108), which had won three of his four previous 
races. After Chicstraw was a length in the 
lead, with the Audley Farm Stable’s Signalman 
(111) running second and Wise Daughter (114) 
third, Mills took him under light restraint. Sig- 
nalman did not trouble long, but as they went to 
the turn Don Meade brought Time Supply up on 
the outside with a strong challenge. As they 
came into the homestretch it looked as if Time 
Supply was about to take the lead, but Chicstravw, 
under a hand ride, held him off. Then Meade 
went to a drive on the son of Time Maker as 
Chicstraw continued to hold his advantage of a 
head. Inside the furlong pole Time Supply gave 
it up and Chicstraw galloped on to win by a 
length and a half. Time Supply finished a length 
in front of Signalman, which had Jasted well 
enough to beat the winner’s stablemate, Brown 
Jack (105), to the end by a length. The others 
were Black Hand (106), Wise Daughter, Bonanza 
(114), Kepi (103), Pova (108). The winning 
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entry was favorite at $2.50 to $1. Time, :23 2-5, 
:47 3-5, 1:13 3-5, track slow. Stakes division, 
$2,920, $400, $200, $100.

TO REGISTER MARYLAND-BREDS. 

At a meeting of the members of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association held at the Old Club 
House at Pimlico November 10 the members 
were officially informed that after March 1 next 
no horse would be eligible to start in a Maryland- 
bred purse or stakes race unless registered with 
the Association. Ways and means to handle the 
registration were considered and it was decided 
to issue certificates for bona fide Maryland- 
foaled horses at a fee of $2 each. In the event 
of the undertaking not costing more than $1 
each credit will be allowed next year. It was 
emphasized that it was necessary to register 
only those intended for racing, though it is ad- 
visable to register all foalings. 


OYSTERS AND TERRAPINS. 

At the Rogers Forge Golf Clyb, near Balti- 
more, on Thursday last, Edgar G. Horn, editor 
of the Turf and Sport Digest, was host to about 
125 members of the fourth estate and their 
friends. Maryland-bred oysters were the main 
attraction in the eating, ably backed up by a 
barbecued pig. Following the repast the erudite 
host provided entertainment in the shape of three 
terrapin races on which bets were made in the 
books. The program of the races was a master- 
piece of naming and making conditions. Among 
the visitors were trainers,. breeders, owners and 
representatives of all departments of the Turf.

TEXAS 


ARLINGTON DOWNS ENDS. 


HE modern generation of Texans had its first 

taste of Thoroughbred racing with legal 
wagering during the meeting which closed last 
Saturday, November 11, at Arlington Downs. 
Presumably the impression was quite favorable, 
as crowds are reported to have been good and 
the play was large enough to encourage the 
management to increase its purses after the 
meeting had started. 

The next meeting in the Lone Star State will 
be that which opens Thursday, November 30, 
and continues through Saturday, December 30, 
at the inexcusably named Epsom Downs, home 
of the Texas Breeders and Racing Association, 
at Houston. Work on the plant is still going 
forward rapidly, but there seems to be no ques- 
tion that it will be ready for the opening on 
Thanksgiving Day. Numerous stables have 
already been shipped there. The management, 
which has spent here the earnings of the sensa- 
tionally successful Rockingham Park in New 
Hampshire, is quite sanguine as to the outcome 
of the meeting. A list of the stakes will be 
found on page 466. 


TRINCHERA TAKES DALLAS HANDICAP. 


Four of the seven starters in the first running 
of the Dallas Handicap ($2,000 added, all ages, 
six furlongs), at Arlington Downs November 11, 
were 2-year-olds. Two of them got second and 
third money, but the winner was T. C. Worden’s 
4-year-old Trinchera, carrying top weight of 126 
pounds. The winner, under a good ride by W. D. 
Wright, stepped to the lead at the start, raced 
in front under restraint, and finished hendily 
with a lead of a length and a half over W. 
Graham’s Kievex (2-y-o0, 104). Mrs. M. Weiner’s 
Kieva (2-y-o, 103), which, like Kievex, is by 
*Kiev out of a daughter of Fair Play, was third, 
another length back and a head in front of Rubio 
(112), 5-year-old stablemate of the winner. The 
others were Bender First (2-y-o, 104), Modesto 
(3-y-o, 104), Risky Miss (2-y-o, 109), the latter 
also a stablemate of Trinchera. The three-horse 
Worden entry was a 1-to-5 favorite. Time, 
:22 3-5, :46 3-5, :59, 1:11 1-5, track fast. Stakes 
division, $1,580, $400, $200, $100.

Trinchera has won nine of his 16 starts this 
year, including the Washington’s Birthday, Fort 
Worth and Dallas Handicaps. In claiming races 
he is valued at $2,500 or thereabouts. Not raced 
at two, he has won $12,155. 


“RACING’S BIG STRIDE.” 

The following good boost for racing in Texas 
appeared as an editorial in The Fort Worth Star- 
Telegram, published by that strong man of ac- 
tion, Amon G. Carter: 

Horse racing in Texas will not require the long edu- 
cational process to win public favor that was antici- 
pated when the sport was legalized after an absence 
of 30 years. Crowds the first eight days of the first 
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meet under the new law steadily increased. That of 
the ninth—officially more than 27,000—was one of the 
largest that ever attended a sports event in Texas. At 
one jump, it might be said, horse racing has become 
a major Texas sport. The interest is neither local nor 
sectional; it has become statewide. , 

The reason is not difficult to determine. It lies in 
Arlington Downs; in the manner in which the meet has 
been conducted; the character of the men in charge 
and the vast change that has taken place in racing 
itself in the years since it was banned from the State. 

Betting did not kill racing in Texas, though that was 
assigned as the reason. It was killed, not from_ the 
outside, but from the inside; by the people into whose 
hands it fell; by the character of the bookmakers, the 
touts. the hangers-on, the racetrack followers, and of 
the people who attended. As a class they became unde- 
sirable, their very presence repugnant to the better 
element. Lovers of horse racing. followers who wanted 
and believed in it for sport’s sake, were powerless. In 
short, it was neither the horses, the races nor the bet- 
ting; but the abuses of all that brought about its 
downfall. 

The picture at Arlington Downs today is vastly dif- 
ferent. It is a beautiful place and, if not the largest, 
certainly the finest racing plant in the Nation. It was 
built by men—W. T. Waggoner and his sons—who love 
horse racing for its genuine sport; not for the mere 
commercial gain. It is easy to access. Parking space 
is abundant. Every convenience possible for the pleas- 
ure and comfort of the crowds has been provided. And 
the meet is in the hands of not only experienced racing 
men, but high type racing men—men who have the in- 
telligence and the good judgment, even if such were 
not their natural desire, to do what is necessary to 
restore and keep it in public favor. They know better 
than all others that what are required are honesty, 
cleanliness, the absence of any disreputable element 
and the patronage of sport loving but representative 
people. 

Evidence of such precautions is abundant at Arling- 
ton Downs. Judge Murphy and the other officials in 
charge have made plain at every opportunity their in- 
tentions and the provisions for carrying them out. Mr. 
Waggoner would have it no other way. The result is 
that people who have known nothing whatsoever about 
horses or about racing; who do not bet or care to bet; 
have found genuine recreation and pleasure at Arling- 
ton Downs. Weather permitting not a successful meet 
but one beyond the expectations of those in charge is 
assured. And if the same care is exercised in the con- 
duct of other meetings in the State as has been and 
will be exercised at the Downs, horse racing in Texas 
will have established itself more quickly than any other 
sport and fully justified the Legislature in legalizing 
its return. 


AL GAAL SUSPENDED. 


Stewards of the Texas Jockey Club handed out 
the following ruling November 10: 

“For practices prejudicial to the best interests 
of the Turf, Trainer Al Gaal’s license has been 
revoked and he has been indefinitely suspended. 
The horses *Galahad, Song Hit, Seb, A La Carte, 
Cotton Time, Paul T., Jeanne Wachs and Aerial 
Trumpet have also been suspended from racing 
pending proof of ownership and until placed in 
the hands of a trainer approved by the stewards.” 


MEETING AT LLANGOLLEN. 


The third running of the Llangollen National 
Steeplechase, feature of the racing program held 
before a distinguished gathering on the estate of 
John Hay Whitney at Upperville, Va., November 
4, was won by Mrs. Frank M. Gould’s Daniel 
Soot, ridden by Willie Hunt. Louis d’Or was 
second, George Jessel third. Among the other 
winners for the day was Mrs. T. H. Somerville’s 
Trouble Maker. L. C. Leith’s Mezzo, a half- 
sister to the veteran Trouble Maker, was a 
surprise winner of another race, the Ayrshire 
Cup.

CALIFORNIA 


TANFORAN. 

HE Tanforan Company, Ltd., has been losing 

money steadily since the opening of its 
scheduled 40-day meeting on November 1. On 
none of the regular days of the meeting has the 
pari-mutuel turnover’ greatly exceeded _ the 
$50,000 mark, and on six of the first 10 days the 
wagering was well under that mark. The man- 
agement estimated before the session started 
that no profit would be possible unless the daily 
“handle” approximated $50,000. The “take” al- 
lowed is 14 per cent, 4 per cent for the state and 
10 per cent for the track. Additional revenue 
comes from gate receipts, as the present man- 
agement wishes to entertain only those guests 
who are financially able to pay for the privilege 
of entering the grounds. Under the management 
which operated Tanforan before the racing law 
was passed, the “gate’’ was virtually free, and 
crowds and play were larger. 

What measures the present operators of the 
track will follow in an effort to “get out of the 
red” is not known. On Sunday, November 5, there 
was a program of charity races at the track, 
with seven $500 purses and a $2,000 added stakes 
event, and the wagering that day was better 
than $92,000. According to newspapers, the 
turnover would have been higher by $20,000 or 
more but for the fact that the pari-mutuel crew 
proved inadequate to handle the business. As it 
was, the San Francisco Community Chest profit- 
ed to the extent of $10,643 from the day’s sport. 
The success of the charity day resulted in an 
immediate cry for Sunday racing, forbidden by 
law. No such solution of Tanforan’s problem 
seems probable or desirable. 


BONNY GRAFTON SCORES. 

On the charity day program of racing at Tan- 
foran Sunday, November 5, was an event which 
qualified as a stakes race, the Community Chest 
Handicap ($2,000 added, all ages, Spreckels 
Course, 170 feet less than six furlongs). The field 
went to the post so well handicapped that sup- 
port was rather generally distributed among the 
eight starters, with Abraham Bartelstein’s Ter- 
alice (3-y-o, 114) favorite. The winner turned up 
in the Meadowbrook Stable’s home-bred filly, 
Bonny Grafton (3-y-o, 110), which forced the 
pace of Quickaway (114), owned by J. D. 
Spreckels III, and finally put that sprinter away 


inside the furlong pole and drew out to win by 


four lengths. Just at the wire Quickaway was 
obliged to yield second money to D. J. Davis’

RISKULUS WINS BURLINGAME HANDICAP. 

First by a nose in the Burlingame Handicap 
($2,000 added, all ages, 1 1-16 miles) was Nor- 
man W. Church’s Riskulus, carrying 100 pounds, 
the only 2-year-old in a field of eight. Second to 
the brother to Risque was Abraham Bartelstein’s 
Teralice (3-y-o, 114), which weakened near the 
end and lost the lead to the winner, lasting long 
enough, however, to beat G. A. Marshall’s Board- 
walker (103), by a neck. Four lengths back was 
the Oak Tree Stable’s Bahamas (113). Only one 
other horse in the field got to the finish, Coalizer 
(107). The other three were victims of a mishap 
which occurred at the turn into the stretch. Sun- 
dot (113), which had made the early pace, was 
tiring as the field approached the second turn 
and before the horses came to the stretch he was 
caught in close quarters and fell. Zevar (101), 
one of the trailers, was unable to avoid falling 
over him. Bonny Grafton (3-y-o, 112) escaped 
a fall but only at the loss of much ground. Bonny 
Grafton had left the post slowly and was never 
close up; the further loss of ground in swinging 
very wide around the fallen horses eliminated her 
entirely, and she was pulled up.

The silks of Carleton H. Palmer, Long Island 
sportsman, were carried to victory by *Rond du 
Roi, French-bred son of Faucheur, in the six- 
teenth running of the New Jersey Hunt Cup on 
the final day, October 28, of the Essex Fox 
Hounds meeting at E. B. Schley’s estate at Far 
Hills, N. J. 


*SONNELLI NOT DESTROYED. 


The report that *Sonnelli was destroyed at 
Rockingham Park appears to have been incor- 
rect. 'THE BLOOD-HORSE hears from James B. 
Ackerman that *Sonnelli was turned over to the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
and is on the S. P. C. A. farm in Massachusetts 
where several other horses have been taken 
care of. 


KENTUCKY 


THE END AT LATONIA. 


ENTUCKY’S racing season came to its end 

last Saturday, November 11, at Latonia, 
with a program featured by the running of the 
Latonia Cup, still the longest flat race in the 
country, but unimportant in its bearing on the 
situation among the higher class horses. The 
winner was T. E. Keating’s Pacheco, a $1,000 
selling plater which was making his fifty-third 
start of the year and his hundred and fourth start 
in the last two years. The closing days of the 
Latonia meeting found crowds and play, which 
had been small under favorable conditions, re- 
duced considerably by unpleasant weather. 


DEATH OF RODMAN MEACHAM. 

Rodman Meacham, of Hopkinsville, Ky., died 
of a heart attack in his home sometime after 
11:30 o’clock Tuesday Night, November 8. At 
that hour he called his physician for telephoned 
instructions as to what to do for a “slight case 
of indigestion.” The following morning a ser- 
vant in the house found him dead in his bath- 
room. He had died of a heart attack. Interment 
was on Thursday afternoon, November 9, in 
Riverside Cemetery, Hopkinsville, services having 
been conducted by Rev. Dr. P. C. Walker of the 
First Baptist Church, of which Mr. Meacham was 
a member. As the master of Sominco Farms, 
where he maintained a stud of good Thorough- 
bred mares, marketing their produce at Saratoga 
and Lexington, Mr. Meacham was widely known 
to breeders and their patrons. By profession he 
was a mining engineer and was head of the 
Southern Mining Company, from which came 
the name of his farms. He had served in the 
World War as a captain of engineers, and came 
out of the great conflict with a fine record. It 
was after his return from the war that he set 
up his stud of Thoroughbreds and gathered a 
fine herd of Jersey cattle. He operated a dairy, 
in addition to tobacco raising, hay culture and 
general farming. He was a very competent and 
well liked man. His wife died in 1930. There 
were no children. He is survived by his father, 
former Mayor Charles M. Meacham, his mother 
Mrs. Elizabeth Tandy Meacham, and a brother, 
Charles Meacham, Jr., the latter a resident of 
Morganfield, Ky. 


COLONEL BRADLEY’S YEARLINGS. 

Col. E. R. Bradley’s yearlings were given light 
speed trials over the Idle Hour Farm track 
Monday afternoon, November 13, in the presence 
of Colonel Bradley and several friends. Among 
those who held watches on the youngsters was 
Charles H. (Trainer) Hughes, official timer at 
Havre de Grace and Hialeah Park. 

The fastest time was :22 4-5 by the brown 
filly by Blue Blue Larkspur out of Black Gertie. 
She won by two and a half lengths over the 
brown filly by Blue Larkspur out of Herodiade. 
The latter ran out and lost ground. Next fastest 
was the bay filly by Apprehension—Beauty Slave, 
which won by two lengths over the bay filly by 
Black Servant out of Betty Beall, in :23 1-5. 

Two bay sons of Black Toney, the gelding out 
of *Bienaime and the colt out of Paradise Lost, 
had a hot battle, the gelding winning by a neck 
in :23 2-5. The Black Toney—Blue Warbler colt 
beat the Whichone—Bradley’s Peggy colt by 
two and one-half lengths in :23 2-5. , 

The Black Servant filly out of *Solstice II won 
by a length from the bay filly by *Epinard— 
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Tsuga in :23 3-5. The Blue Larkspur filly out of 
Clonaslee won by five lengths from the Haste— 
Blackeyed Kathleen filly in :23 3-5. The Haste 
filly pulled up lame. 

The Bubbling Over—Belittin gelding beat the 
Black Servant—*Menthol colt a neck in :23 3-5. 

The Blue Larkspur—*La Mome filly outran the 
Bubbling Over—Lace filly by two lengths in 
4-5. 

It was a close finish between the Black Ser- 
vant—*Bessie Alix filly and the Pompey—Circe 
filly, the former winning by a neck in :24. The 
bay gelding by *North Star III—Bulldoze and 
the bay filly by *North Star III—Blind Date had 
a nose finish in :24 1-5. 

The Star Master—Conserve filly beat the Black 
Servant—Bon Voyage filly by three parts of a 
length in :24 3-5. The *North Star III—Believe 
Sally colt went lame and pulled up, while the 
Star Master—Little Borah colt breezed on and 
finished in :25. 


CHANGING TRAINERS. 


Several of the leading stables of the country 
will take the field next year with new trainers 
at the helm. 

From New York Monday of this week came 
the announcement that Henry McDaniel has re- 
signed as trainer for Joseph E. Widener and ac- 
cepted a similar position with Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer, for whom he formerly trained for a number 
of years with marked success. Mr. McDaniel suc- 
ceeds Jack Whyte as chief of the Kilmer stable. 

In Lexington Mr. Widener had no announce- 
ment to make as to a_ successor for ‘Uncle 
Henry,” but he told THE BLOOD-HORSE Tuesday of 
this week that he probably would have a state- 
ment to make before he leaves Lexington. He 
did announce that he has engaged Daniel E. 
Stewart, just resigned from the Calumet Stable, 
to take a string of about 14 horses to race at 
Hialeah Park this winter. Pete Coyne, formerly 
trainer for the master of Elmendorf, is handling 
the yearlings at the farm. 

Mr. Stewart’s resignation from the employ of 
Warren Wright, owner of the Calumet Farm Sta- 
ble, confirmed rumors which have been current 
for some time. His successor is believed to have 
been chosen, but Richard D. McMahon, Calumet 
manager, stated Tuesday that he was not yet 
ready to make an announcement. Calumet is not 
planning a winter campaign. Mr. McMahon is in 
charge of the yearlings and other stock in 
training. 

Coldstream Stud, owned by C. B. Shaffer, of 
Chicago, is known to be on the lookout for a new 
trainer to succeed Frank M. Taylor. 

Silas B. Mason, part owner of the Warm Sta- 
ble, had not announced his new trainer, but has 
been talking things over with Max Hirsch for 
some time. 


GOOD WORKS. 


Keene Daingerfield, Jr., handling a dozen year- 
lings at the Kentucky Association track for him- 
selt and members of his family, sent out one of 
the fastest sets of the season a few days ago. 
Finishing almost nose and nose, a bay filly by 
American Flag out of Plaid (dam of Universe), 
by *Wrack, and a chestnut filly by American 
Flag out of Joyland, by High Time, were timed 
together by several watches in 22 seconds. A 
little more than two lengths behind them finished 
a brown filly by Flying Ebony out of Dear Maria, 
by *Ambassador IV. A good impression was 


made also by Mr. President, a bay colt by Ameri- 
can Flag—Highest Appeal, by Ultimus. He was 
timed a furlong in 11 seconds but was not set 
down for a quarter-mile.

MIAMI FEED PRICES. 


EFORE this time last year the Hector Supply 

Company, feed merchants at Miami, had sub- 
mitted to the horsemen and to the Miami Jockey 
Club, through Barry Shannon, manager of Idle 
Hour Farm, Lexington, who had been requested 
to take up the subject, a schedule of the agreed 
prices to be charged for feed during the racing 
season at Hialeah Park, and publication was 
given to it in THE BLOOD-HORSE of November 5, 
1932. 

This year Mr. Hector is finding it more diffi- 
cult to get his schedule formulated, but he is at 
work on it and will have it completed in a short 
while. Letters which have come from him to 
Mr. Shannon and to E. R. Burch, Treasurer of 
the Miami Jockey Club, and which have been 
read by the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE, give as- 
surance that the charges will be satisfactory, as 
they were last winter. 

The difficulty lies in the Hector Supply Com- 
pany’s inability to line up the quantities of straw 
and hay needed to fill the requirements of the 
horsemen who patronize the meetings at Tropical 
Park and Hialeah Park. Shippers are this win- 
ter asking $28 to $31 a ton for extra quality 


mixed timothy and clover hay. The best rye. 


straw also is proving difficult to get.

Thursday, Novem- 
ber 2, the same lad, under the name of Charles 
Rosengarten, was making news. After several 
months of galloping horses Charles had his 
first mount, on Wee Drop, owned by his contract 
employer, Mr. Adams, in the second race on the 
opening day, November 1, at Tanforan. Wee 
Drop, outclassed, ran a good race and finished 
fourth in a field of 10. Next day the boy had two 
mounts, Capt. Fried and Dacite, both owned by 
his employer. The latter had tried to obtain 
some other engagements for the boy, but found 
no one willing to take a chance with a rider 
whose experience totaled one race. Captain Fried 
was favorite for the third race. A bad actor, he 
caused his rider and his backers no end of 
anxiety during 7142 minutes at the post, once 
unseating his pilot, then got away far back in 
the big field. Rosengarten, unruffled, made up 
the lost ground gradually and won easily. In the 
next race Dacite was a rank outsider, but 
Charles evidently did not realize it. He took the 
horse to the front early and fought off the even- 
money favorite, Liolele, in a head-and-head 
battle through the stretch to win by a nose. 
Dacite paid $49.40 for $2. Rosengarten weighs 
87 pounds.

John Simonetti wanted Sammy Renick to ride 
Sgt. Byrne for the special sweepstakes at the 
United Hunts meeting on election day, as he was 
about the only good jockey available who was able 
to ride at the low weight called for. But Renick 
had been set down by Latonia officials for the 


‘remainder of the meeting, which did not close 


until November 11. United Hunts officials an- 
nounced that The Jockey Club had obtained from 
Latonia officials permission for Renick to ride 
the race. Renick rode and won, but was not eli- 
gible for further engagements until Monday of 
this week, after Latonia’s close ...

B. on the stretch turn. Leischman was exoner- 
ated of blame ... V. Wisner, held responsible 
for foul riding on Light Breeze in the third race 
of November 8 at Pimlico, was “given the meet- 
ing.”” His case was referred to the Maryland 
Racing Commission ... Robert Morrison, rid- 
ing at Latonia, was married last week to Miss 
Ruth Franklin, of Jonesboro, Ark., at the Hotel 
Netherlands Plaza in Cincinnati... There was 
crowding in the fifth race at Arlington Downs 
November 8. Stewards held the responsible party 
to be Apprentice J. Jacobs, riding Uncommon 
Gold, and suspended him for the remainder of 
the meeting ... Latonia jockeys were given 
orders to be in the jockeys’ room not later than 
noon last Saturday, an hour and a half before 
the first race... Allen Tipton, on Flaming 


Mamie in the sixth event at Pimlico November 
9, was suspended for the remainder of the meet- 
ing as punishment for foul riding . . . The serv- 
ices of Apprentice Elbert Willhite were leased 
by O. L. Foster to C. E. and G. H. Foster for the 
Jefferson Park meeting ... J. Doonis, guilty of 
foul riding on Mathias in the first race at Pim- 


lico November 9, spent the remainder of the 
meeting on the ground... Gilbert Hardy is 
convalescing after an operation for appendicitis 
at a Covington hospital . . . Apprentice Edward 
Brasfield fell from Kentucky Moon in the sixth 
race at Arlington Downs November 8 and suf- 
fered a broken left hip ... Joseph Taylor last 
week at Arlington Downs sold his contract on 
Apprentice Ted King to J. D. Mikel. King, who 
hails from Kinsley, Kan., rode his first winner at 
Riverside Park October 20...R. (Bobby) 
Jones left Baltimore by airplane November 12 
bound for California; he expects to spend a few 
weeks with his parents at San Ysidro before he 
reports to Trainer J. W. Healy at Miami. . 
L. Bernius, apprentice under contract to Roy 
Selden, was prevented by illness from riding at 
Tanforan last week . .. Willie Garner’s ride on 
Glastonbury at Latonia November 10 added to 
his reputation; a “clownish exhibition,” the news- 
papers called his performance. He took the 
horse back repeatedly and got him in a mix-up 
near the end and pulled him completely off his 
stride . . . Earl Porter, who hadn’t been doing so 
well for the last few weeks, rode three winners 
at Pimlico November 10... The 10-day sus- 
pension given R. Workman for “rough riding”’ in 
the Latonia Championship was modified three 
days later, November 7, by the stewards, who an- 
nounced that he would be permitted to ride for 
his contract employer, C. V. Whitney . . .

The 
punishment was lightened by Presiding Steward

tice is not an experienced rider... Willie 
Moran, riding Manya in the second race at Tan- 
foran November 10, aroused the suspicions of 
the stewards by making mysterious passes with 
his left hanu along his mount’s neck. Questioned 
by the officials, the rider gave no satisfactory ex- 
planation.

ARRESTS AT LATONIA. 

HE second “round-up” credited to narcotic 

agents of the Federal Government was ef- 
fected as the Latonia meeting closed last Satur- 
day. After making 12 arrests, the agents an- 
nounced that they believed they had broken up 
a ring responsible for much of the sale of for- 
bidden drugs during the Latonia meeting. 

Nine men were accused of narcotic law viola- 
tions when they were arraigned before Edward 
W. Pflueger, United State Commissioner. Three 
others were held on vagrancy charges. Charles 
Mullins, 16 Sterritt Avenue, Covington, Ky., was 
accused of being head of the racket, and Ernest 
M. Miller, Akron, Ohio, was alleged to be the 
distributor of dope for Mullins. Others arrested 
were Goble Thompson, Covington; Frank Baker, 
New York; Charles Nicholson, Cincinnati; Ivan 
M. Pyle, Baltimore; John Russell, Humboldt, 
Tenn.; George Mullins, Covington, Ky.; Harry 
Wilson, Detroit. Charges against these were 
purchasing, selling, possessing and transporting 
narcotics. Held on vagrancy charges in connec- 
tion with the round-up were Joseph McBride, 
Cleveland; Dan O’Brien, St. Louis; and James 
Wilson, alias Nuby, negro, Gallipolis, Ohio. 

Part of the evidence collected by the agents, 
whose names are Lexy Ford, Venie Fendley and 
Robert Jacobs, consisted of more than $1,000 of 
heroin, with a bootleg price of $1 a grain. Sev- 
eral of those arrested have “done time’ before. 
The bonds of Mullins, Miller and Thompson were 
set at $10,000 each, the others at $7,500. Hear- 
ings are being held on different days this week.
